Bleven year old Jerry Weitzell 
was almost too anxious to learn 
something this morning about an 
army hand grenade, his nimble 
fingers and curiosity being 
stopped just in time before the 
projectile might have exploded. 

He lives at 711 Guadlupe 
street in the Los Olivos project 
and he and other boys were at- 
tempting to explode the military 
missile when they were stopped 
by workmen at the project. Up- 
land police were called and two 
veterans of world war No. 1, Of- 
ficers I. J. Linkey and E. E. Car- 
ter, said an explosion would have 
caused very serious injuries to 
the youngsters. 

PRACTICE GRENADE 

It so happened the grenade was 
the kind used in practice in mili- 
tary training and its explosive 
strength is far less than the war- 
fare grenades, Nevertheless, “it 
is strong enough to blow a per- 
gon’s hand off’, described the two 
war veterans ag they examined 
the armament. 

They observed the lads had 
scorched the fuse lighter in at- | 
tempting to get some action with 
matches out of the grenade. Oth- 
erwise, the explosive showed evi- 
dence of tampering but luckily 
the youngsters were not deft 
enough in deciphering how te get 
it ignited. The officers hesitated 
when asked to describe what 
might have happened if it had 
exploded in the midst of the 
youngsters. 

Soldiers have ‘been on training 
maneuvers in the Lone Hill dis- 
trict recently and apparently an 
unexploded grenade was left be- 
hind.
